AimMCRRISTMSTtUGEDY 


IN WHICH A WIFE IS KILLED BY 


HER HUSBAND. 


WAIHINOTOir WHIBPBB8. 


BORTOH, Deo. 25.—Some time during 


Tuesday eveniiig a moat horrible crime 
wa* committed at 8ft Sndbury street 
in thi* oh;, in which two penons, a man 
sad hi* wife, mot their death. Thin 
morning, white Superintendent of Police 
Adam* wa* at hi* office at the City 
Hall, two gentlemen, named Chas. G. 
and Albert F. Wilson, entered and 
utaled that their father, Kira Wilton, 
had fthot hi* wile and then committed 
suicide, at his store, 85 Sndbur; street, 
and that the bodies were lying there. 
A detail of police was sent to investi- 
gate the cise, and upon arriving at the 
store the; found the two BOD* awaiting 
them, and all entered, when, upon pro- 
ceeding to the rear of the store a horri- 
ble sight met their gate. On the floor, 
Ijing opposite the center door and to 
the left of the other entrance, was MM. 
Wilson. Further back, between two 
marble-topped table* used far rolling 
candy, la; Mr. Wilton in a pool of 
blood. 
Both man and wife were dead. 


The bodies were taken to the Morgue 
this afternoon. 
On Tuesday afternoon, 


being previous to a holiday, business 
was brisk and considerable confectioner; 
was made. Cliai. C. Wilson and hin wife 
wore in the rear room, whioh ia utied as 
a work-shop, when about 5 o'clock a 
lady entered the front room and Charles 
mid he thought that she waa hi* fath- 
er's wife. 
Soon after he went into the 


rear room, and in an excited tone maid, 
"I want you to go homo us soon as 
possible; don't wait, but 
go new." 


Charles said, "Father, wo are going to 
have a Christmas true at the house, to- 
night and wo want you to come, as we 
have lot* of presents for you." Wil- 
son replied, "No," and urged that the; 
leave at once, which the; did, supposing 
their father had somo important business 
to transict, and knowing his excitable 
nature thought best to do as they were 
Lid. The; heard Mr*. Wilson remark to 
her husband that she must take the 6:40 
train, and as one leaves at that time for 
Lawrence it i* thought that she con- 
templated passing Christmas at that 
place. This was the laat seen ot Mr. 
Wilson, when both were found stiff and 
cold in death's embrace this morning. 
The motive for this vile deed can only 
be attributed to the age of Mr. Wilton 
and to tbe hallucination that his wife 
wan not IB true to him a* she should 
have been. It also appears that a well- 
known physician is somewhat implicated 
an it is ascertained that the old man 
visited him often. 
She advised him in 


regard- to his affair*. 
Mr Wilson was 


from Lawrence, about sixty years of 
age, high); respected and doing a good 
business. Mrs. Wilson was a native of 
Foxoraft, Maine, and wat a pure, noble- 
minded woman, devotedly attached to 
her husband, whose only fault wat hit 
doubts of her constancy,

WOMAN'S RIGHTS IN ORtUON. 


The Legislature of Oregon, at ita 


last session, passed a law in relation to 
the property-right* of marrie 1 women, 


hioh put* that state in advance of all 


others on this subject.

1. That the property owned by a wo- 
man at the time of marriage, or ac- 
quired thereafter by gift, devise, or in- 
heritance, thall not be liable for the 
debt* or contracts of the hniband ; and 
that the wife may manage, tell, devise, 
and convey tho same as fully at the 
hntbsnd can hit property. 2. That tbe 
property of either husband or wite thall 
not be liable for debts or contract* of 
the other. 3, That an action nay be 
maintained by either the husband or 
wife against the other for the recovery 
of property of whieh the other ha* ob- 
tained possession, the tame a* if they 
were unnamed. 4. That, for civil in- 
jurit* committed by the wife, damage* 
can be recovered ot her alone, eicept in 
eatea whan the husband ia jointly re- 
apaaaible. 
5. That conveyance* of 


lien* from one to the other ahall be 
valid. 6. That the one nay constitute 
Ihe other hia or her attorney for mutual 
benefit, ar attorney ia fact, 
7. That 


tbe wife may recover the wage* of her 
{Mraonil labor in her own name. B. That 
the espenae* of the family aad th* ed- 
ucation of children ahaU be ehargeaMe 
oa the property «f bath haaband aad 
wife, or on that of either of them.

prize, or who knowingly suffers money or

lottery, shall be forfeited, and may be re- 
covered by information Bled on behalf ol 
tbe People of the Bute of Illinois.

A IDSTMttRISTMS TRAGEDY 


IN WHICH A WIFE IS KILLED BY 


HER HUSBAND. 


WAIHINOTOir WHUFBBS. 


Boston, Deo. 25.—Some time during 


Tuesday evening * most horrible crime 
wu committed at 8ft Sudbury itrcet 
in thU city, in which two persons, a man 
tad hi* wife, mot their death. Thin 
morning, while Superintendent of Police 
Adam* wu at hii offioe it the City 
Hall, two gentlemen, named Chas. G. 
•nil Albert F. Wilson, entered and 
staled that their father, Kira Wilton, 
had shot hii wile and then committed 
miicidc, at hio itoro, 85 Sndbury itreet, 
and that the bodies were lying there. 
A detail of police wag Bent to investi- 
gate the cane, and upon arriving at the 
store they found the two eons awaiting 
then, and all entered, when, npon pro- 
ceeding to the rear of the store a horri- 
ble light met their gate. On the floor, 
lying opposite the center door and to 
the left of the other entrance, WM MM. 
Wilson. Farther back, between two 
marble-lopped tablet used far rolling 
candy, lay Mr. Wilton in a pool of 
blood.

The bodies were taken to the Morgue 
thii afternoon. On Tuesday afternoon, 
being previous to a holiday, business 
was brink and coniiderable confectionery 
wai made. Chai. C, WiUon and hin wife 
were in the rear room, which ia nued as 
a workshop, when about 5 o'clock a 
lady entered the front room and t'Karlcs 
Mid he thought that ihe was hii fath- 
er's wife. Soon after he went into the 
rear room, and in an excited tone maid, 
"I want you to go homo aa goon as 
possible; don't wait, but go new." 
Charles laid, "Father, wo are going to 
have a Christmas true at the house to- 
night and we want you to come, as we 
have lota of presents for you." Wil- 
son replied, "No," and urged that they 
leave at once, which they did, supposing 
their father had somo important business 
to transact, and knowing his excitable 
nature thought best to do an they were 
bid. They heard Mrs. Wilson remark to 
her husband that she must take the 6:40 
train, and as one leaves at that time for 
Lawrence it is thought that she con- 
templated passing Christmas at that 
place. This was the last seen ot Mr. 
Wilson, when both were found stiff and 
cold in death's embrace this morning. 
The motive for this vile deed can only 
be attributed to the age of Mr. Wilson 
and to the hallucination that his wife 
was not as true to him ai she should 
have been. It also appears that a well- 
known physician is somewhat implicated 
as it is ascertained that the old man 
visited him often. She advised him in 
regard- to his affairs. Mr Wilson was 
from Lawrence, about sixty yean of 
age, highly respected and doing a good 
business. Mrs. Wilson was a native of 
Foxcraft, Maine, and was a pure, noble- 
minded woman, devotedly attached to 
her husband, whoic only fault was hii 
doubts of her constancy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.— Admiral

WOMAN'S RIGHTS IN OREUOlf. 


The Legislature of Oregon, at its 


last session, passed a law in relation to 
the property-rights of nmrrio 1 women, 
which put* that state in advance of all 
others on this subject. The following 
are the leading provisions of the law : 
1. That the property owned by a wo- 
man at the time of marriage, or ac- 
quired thereafter by gift, devise, or in- 
heritance, shall not be liable for the 
debts or contracts of the huiband ; and 
that the wife may manage, sell, devise, 
and convey the same as fully ai the 
hatband can his property. 2. That the 
property of either husband or wite shall 
not be liable for debts or contract* of 
the other. 3, That an action may be 
maintained by either the husband or 
wife against the other for the recovery 
of property of which the other has ob- 
tained possession, the tame as if they 
were unmarried. 4. That, for civil in- 
juriti committed by the wife, damages 
can be recovered ot her alone, except in 
cases when the husband is jointly re- 
sponsible. 
5. That conveyances of 


liens from one to the other shall be 
valid. 6. That the one may eonstilnte 
the other hi* or her attorney for mutual 
benefit, er attorney in fact, 7. That 
life wife may recover th*> wages of her 
personal labor in her own name. 8. That 
the expenses of the family and the ed- 
neation of children shall be chargeable 
om UM property «f both hatband awl 
wife, or on that of cither of them.
